Perhaps there is no sulject of more 
consequence to one-third of the people 
ot the United States than this.

The Mississippi valley, be tells us, em- 
braces two-fifths of our national domain. 
The river and its tributaries affords water 
carriage of more than 16,000 miles, forming 
a system of river navigation unequaled in 
the world, and with a commerce which ts 
80 immense as to startle the imagination. 
In 1960 the foreign commerce of the 
United States was $760,000,000; but in 
1865 the trade of nine cities on the Mis- 
siseryppi and its trioutary, the Ohio, was 
$747,000,000, and the annual commerce ot 
the Mississippi valley is now estimated at 
$2,000,000,000. The products of distant 
farms and forests come from the tar 
North, and the products of inland mines 
and factories and workshops are expected 
to come in untold quantity sad variety in 
the future. Cotton and eugar and [fruits 
in turn go up the river, and the products 
of distant foreign lands are transhipped to 
the interior. It is thus linked in fortune 
and interest to millions +f people, and what- 
ever sdds to ite wealth and security, or to 
the area of its soil, adds to their resources as 


well

The lower Mississippi, for over 
1,200 miles, flows through allavial soil, 
easily disturbed and displaced. its floods 
are of long duration, kept up by the early 
and later rains along its many tributaries, 
and the melting of the snows tar above 
the falls of St. Anthony and along the 
sides of the Rocky mountains and the Alle- 
ghenies, all meeting and mingling, piling 
ove flood upon another and pushing 
the accumulated mass of waters toward 
the gulf. It is a yearly occurrence for the 
river to tise fifty feet above low-water 
mark, and for weeks to kcepat that hight 
Once w three or four years it sweeps up 
above even this lowe! apd it force is de- 
structive and resistless. The great flood 
of 1857 was filty-six feet above low-water 
mark, and its damage to crops counted 
millions of dollars, saying nothing of risk 
and low of life. No season is sale trom 
these perile. Annual in the spring and 
summer, they often come in autumn to ut- 
terly destroy our crops. The peculiar 
formation ef the river bed adds to our 
troubles, as the low lands slope down ward 
from the river and are thas still more lia- 
ble to overflow. This slope is very gradu- 
al, but water finds its level with ease and 
raphdaty, auc $2us dows back over broken 
levees or low banks with added force. The 
alluvial soil is easily d‘ssolved and held in 
solution, and as easily deposited by every 
change of @ strong and varying current 
The force of this current sweeps along and 
deposits sand and gravel, as 
finer alluvial, and thus 
changes in the river bed. 
By caretul scientific experiments, it 
estimated that the sediment ls to the water 
by weight as une lo fifteen bundred, and 
by bulk as one to twenty-nine hundred 
Like experuments on the Itbine, the Po and 
otber rivers in Euyope flowing through al

It must be remembered that a large 
area now under cultivation is liable to 
damage by floods. The sugar plantations 
are mostly on low lands, and many cotton 
plantations also. The damage to the crop 
in the Tensas bottom, a fertile and culti- 
vated region, estimated at $5,000,000 in a 
single year, will give some faint idea of 
the periled products. A pertect system of 
levees, such as can be made practical, as 
experience in Europe shows, would reliev: 
this sense of impending danger and add

The chemical con 
stituents Of lager-beer are, according to 
Prof. Justus Von Liebig, the renowned 
German chemist, as follows; Alcohol from | 
2.9toS per cent; solid substances, as 
starch-gum, sugar and vegetable albumen. 
from 4to8 percent;carbonic acid from 0.15 
to 0.18 per cent; water from 88.5 to 92 per 
cent. The reeen of aleohol contained 
in itis small, as appears from the above 
analysis, and in this respect it widely 
differs from distilled liquors. Lager-beer 
is a spirituous beverage, and is intoxicat- 
ing if taken in excessive quantities. Ac- 
cording to Liebig’s doctrine it produces in 
the human body nothing but fat. Motes- 
chott, the well-known German naturalist, 
says that good lager-beer is just a8 nutri- 
tious as fruitsare. The hop-bitter con- 
tained in lager-beer, according to some 
authorities, imparts to it tonic pro 
perties, which make it an _ invigorat- 
ting beverage. er-beer, these au- 
thorities assert, favors the process of di 
gestion by increasing the quantity of di- 
gestive secretions in the stomach and 
strengthens the muscular activity, when 
relaxed by sickness or long exertion. 
Good lager-beer is considered by promi- 
nent German yeiologists quite as 
healthful to the human y, as tea and 
coffee, On the other hand, hop-bitter has 
a somnolenteflect. It prevents the bever 
age from getting sour. er beer seems 
to be altogether a German invention, and 
even in this country its manufacture is 
almost exclusively inthe hands of Ger- 
mans. Large quantities of it are brewed 
every winter, and even, to some extent 
during the summer, in places where there 
isa large German population—for instance, 
Newark, N. J..in Phil- 
adelphia, Baltimore, Cincinnati, St 

uis, Chicago, Milwaukee and many 
smaller places, chiefly at the West. The 
lager-beer brewed and sold at Milwaukee 
Wis., is considered the best and the cheap 
est in this country. Itis the opinion of | 
experienced brewers that the quality and 
taste of lager-beer depend to some degree | 
upon the water used for it. The sensible | 
Germans of the old country as weil as of 
this, like those ofall other nations, con- | 
siderer fresh water the best and healthiest | 
ofall drinks. Ifthey feel inclined to | 
take something stronger, when exhausted 
by hard work or asa matter of social 
custom, they prefer wine to lager-beer. | 
But the wine is more expensive. Asa 
rule, however, they prefer fermented lager 
beer to whisky and other distilled liquors 
The quantity of lager-beer consumed in 
this city is relatively larger than in any 
other city in the Union, although it can 
not be maintained that the Germans of 
this city individually drink more lager 
than the Germans of Cincinnati, St. 
Louis or Chicago. Besides the home 
made beverage,leger- beer manufactured at
